Hie total economic impact of Vandenberg Air Force Base on the 
Central Coast has been estimated at a mind-boggling 1240 million annual­ 
ly — based on the recirculation of the base’s salary package of $118 
million pius the economic spinoff from retired personnel. 
Air Force economists issued their latest economic analysis Tuesday. A 
breakdown of the $118 million in direct salaries shows 23 per cent going 
for food; 22 per cent for housing; 10-plus per cent for transportation; nine 
per cent for clothing; two-plus per cent for personal care; three-plus per 
cent for medical care; 15-plus per cent for taxes and 13-plus per cent for 
other unspecified uses. 


The economists estimate there are 4,700 retired m ilitary living in the 
Central Coast area, with a combined retirement pay of about $40 million 
annually. 
The Base’s total impact was computed by adding the direct salary 
package and the retirement pay, plus m ilitary procurement, and finally 
the multiplying of that total to reflect the recirculating effect of the 
monies. 


against oil breakup 


W A SH IN G T O N (U P I) - A d­ 
ministration officials said today that 
breaking up big oil companies would 
threaten the nation’s security, help the 
foreign oil cartel and maybe even raise 
gasoline prices. 


The object of their attack before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee is a bill that 
would force the 18 largest companies to 
break away part of their operations. No 
firm that is big in production could also 
be big in transportation or refining, for 
example. 
“ The bill would be highly detrimental 
to the nation’s security and its defense,” 
Roger E. Shields, deputy assistant 


secretary of defense, said in a prepared 
statement. 


If divestiture of the big firms means 
the United States uses more foreign oil, 
“ it could unnecessarily increase the 
risks which we already must face,” he 
said. "Foreign oil supply is subject to in­ 
terruption on political grounds, as we 
have already seen to our dismay.” 


Federal Energy Administrator Frank 
Zarb told the committee there is nothing 
to show divestiture would lower prices, 
help the nation in bargaining with the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, or do anything for energy in­ 
dependence except slow it down. 


1215 Magna Carta goes 
on display in Capitol 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Brito n 's 
Magna Carta, almost four times as old as 
the United States, was form ally 
presented to Congress and the American 
people today during elab o rate 
ceremonies which stressed the two 
countries’ common bonds of law and 
liberty. 


England lent the oldest surviving 
original of the Magna Carta, dated 1215 
and signed by King John, to the United 
States as a bicentennial gift. It w ill be 
displayed for one year in the Capitol’s 
historic Rotunda in an impressive gold 


showcase on a pedestal and under a huge 
glass dome. 


Heading the British delegation were 
Lord Chancellor Lord Elwyn-Jones and 
George Thomas, speaker of the House of 
Commons. Both were attired in full bot­ 
tomed wig, traditionally worn by their 
predecessors for the past 200 years. 
Elwyn-Jones, in presenting the Magna 
Carta, noted some “ not fam iliar with our 
ways have thought it paradoxical for the 
British to be joining in the celebration of 
the bicentenary of what was, after all, 
the loss of the American colonies.”

seize posts 
in Lebanon 


BEIR U T , Lebanon (U P I) - Syrian 
troops marching toward Beirut seized 
right-wing, leftwing and Palestinian 
positions in southeast Lebanon today but 
halted their advance short of the 
strategic southern port of Sidon. 
The troops, part of a 4,000man force 
that invaded the eastern Bekaa valley 
Tuesday, moved south out of the valley 
and west across the lower Chouf region, 
meeting little resistance as they 
marched toward Sidon, 30 miles south of 
Beirut on the Mediterranean coast. 
Right-wing sources in contact with the 
Syrians said the troops planned to take 
the port, a leftist supply center, and 
"then proceed toward Beirut to secure 
its airport and other strategic locations” 
in a “ decisive move” to end the 14-month 
civil war. 
One ranking officer of the right-wing 
Phalangist party with access to Syrian 
m ilitary information said the force had 
advanced to within a few miles of Sidon 
and — if the Syrians decided to take the 
port — "an advance on Beirut can be ex­ 
pected to follow within a few days.” 
But reporters in Sidon said no Syrian 
troops were sighted there Wednesday 
night. Evening strollers were out in the 
town’s main square and conditions ap­ 
peared normal, they said. 
It also was quiet in the Bekaa, where 
the Syrian rear guard secured positions 
they had overrun earlier, moving troops, 
tanks and other armored vehicles north 
from Zahle into the Lebanese air base at 
Riyak, witnesses said.

$3.5 million Board may shoot down 
budget voted county park use fees 
for hospital

Mixed emotions emerging as school 
goes into summer vacation.

A $3,502,326 fiscal budget for the Lom­ 
poc District Hospital and the Convales­ 
cent Care Center and a five per cent cost 
of living raise to employes was adopted 
last night during a special board of direc­ 
tors meeting. 
To meet the expense of the across-the- 
board pay raise, the board voted to in­ 
crease the hospital's semi-private room 
rates by $10 a day, from $93 to $103. 
Member Dennis Inouye voted against 
the pay increase and the room rate in­ 
crease. Ray Down voted against the pay 
increase also. 
Inouye said he felt an across-the-board 
increase was inequitable He favored a 
“ dollar amount increase to employes 
depending on job classification.” 
With an across-the-board increase, 
top-salaried employes would get three 
times the pay increase as bottom- 
salaried employes, he noted. 
" It ’s not equitable this way, I don’t 
feel,” he said 
President Harold Thompson voted for 
the across-the-board pay increase 
"because we had to do something and 
this is the most equitable way to do it.” 
Inouye voted no on the $10 raise in bed 
rates, explaining he wanted the needed 
revenue to come from increased an­ 
cillary service rates 


This makes the third time this fiscal 
year the board has raised room rates at 
the hospital. Earlier this year, the board 
raised both ancillary and room rates to 
make up for lost volume of business due 
to the malpractice crisis and the continu­ 
ing Lompoc doctor shortage. 


Next fiscal year’s budget for the 
hospital is $2,881,087 and $621,239 for the 
new convalescent center. 


On the 1976-’77 budget, Thompson com­ 
mented this morning, "W e hope to make 
it okay. It depends on the volume of 
business next year.” 


Ken Wicks, hospital administrator, 
believes the hospital will break even for 
fiscal 1975-78. 


The board also adopted a three-year 
capital equipment budget, which in­ 
cludes such items as renovating the 
hospital's west wing and purchase of an 
x-ray machine. 


The items listed on the budget will be 
considered for actual purchase when 
cost estimates come in and revenue 
proves available. 


In other business, Thompson read 
aloud a letter of application from assis­ 
tant administrator Jane Flaherty to as­ 
sume the job of administrator when 
Wicks leaves in July. The board then 
went into executive session and outlined 
"specifications” for advertising for the 
job opening.

The controversial reservation fee 
program for county parks is off the 
ground and winging — but could be in 
danger of being shot down at the county 
budget hearings of the Board of Super­ 
visors starting June 9, despite the es­ 
timated $25,000 revenue annually by the 
program. 
An odd sequence of events which 
started with the Park Commission voting 
unanimously in April to institute fees of 
$10 and $20 for group reservations of 
some of the larger park areas has now 
wound up with the county supervisors 
failing to unfreeze a clerical job in the 
Parks Department which Parks Director 
Michael Patios says must be allowed to 
carry on with the reservation system. 
Patios seemed to startle some of the 
supervisors when he told them that 
reservation collections for the initial 
month of May totaled about $6,000, which 
tie said would almost pay for the full 
year’s salary of the account clerk posi­ 
tion he needs to service the program. 
North county supervisors Francis H. 
Beattie and Harrell Fletcher have op­ 
posed the fee system, claiming their con­ 
stituents don’t want it. But South coast 
supervisors approved the fee system ef­ 
fective May I by a 3-2 vote, on the basis 
of support from their constituents. 
Patios, who said as far as he can see, 
the supervisors had approved the 
clerical position in the county budget. 
But the clerk who took over the posi­ 
tion last month is now leaving county 
employment, and in order to refill the 
job, which came under the county’s job 
freeze in January, it was necessary to 
unfreeze the position so Patios could hire 
another person. 
Patios said the supervisors "simply 
refused to fill the position at their June 2 
meeting... they did not drop it... at 
budget hearings they can still put it in, or 
they can leave it out if they don't want 
the reservation system.” 
Failure to approve the position 
resulted from the fact that board 
chairman Frank J. Frost — as chairman 
— could not second a motion for approval 
of the position as offered by Supervisor 
Robert E. Kallman. With supervisor 


James M. Slater absent due to illness in 
the afternoon session, both north county 
supervisors refused to second the mo­ 
tion. which then died. 
“ We estimate by this system we can 
collect $25,000 in a year,” said Pahoa. 
"Between now and budget sessions I plan 
to see each supervisor to make sure they 
understand the revenue indications.” 
Patios said he hasn’t received a single 
complaint since the program got under 
way, although Supervisor Beattie at one 
time said he had gotten some flak from a 
group irked about the size of the fee. 
Pahos said he has never learned what 
group that was. 
"It sounds like a good investment to 
me,” remarked Pahos. 
Pahos said between “ now and July I ” 
he plans to fill the position temporarily 
with extra help, while awaiting further 
supervisorial action at budget time. 
As for clerical help, Pahos points to his 
department as being unusual in that it 
has so few, compared with other depart­ 
ments. 
"W e have only five clerks in a depart­ 
ment of 101 persons,” he said. " I don’t 
think there is another county department 
with this low ratio of clerks.” The com­ 
bined Parks Department budget as 
recommended for the coming fiscal year 
is over $2-million. 
When the north county supervisors 
refused to second Kallman’s motion for 
approval of the position, Pahos asked the 
board; 
" I take it we are not to take further 
reservations for groups?” 
Chairman Frost responded, "W e are 
not directing you how to run your 
department.” 
Pahos is taking the position that 
without the clerical position, "W e can’t 
have a reservation system.” He said the 
job, which pays "about $7,500 a year” is 
decidedly a full-time post for a person 
who has to know each park intimately, 
and be able to take reservations, provide 
information about each park, send out 
reservations and billing. 
A reservations clerk, Pahos explains, 
"w ill free the rangers at each park from 
bookkeeping work, and let them carry on 
with their own work ” 
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Hays quits one position 
but resists second ouster 
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WASHINGTON (U P I) — Rep. Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, said 
today he w ill resign as chairman of the Democratic Congres­ 
sional Campaign Committee, but he defied a move to oust 
him from his more important chairmanship of the House Ad­ 
ministration Committee. 
In a carefully worded statement, Hays gave up his party 
fund-raising post until allegations by Elizabeth Ray that he 
hired her to serve only as his mistress are resolved either by 
the House Ethics Committee or a federal grand jury. 
The Hays action came as the ethics panel voted 7 to I to 
meet behind closed doors to organize its investigation of 
Miss Ray’s allegations. 
Hays has admitted he had "a relationship” with the 33- 
year-old Miss Ray, but denied she was put on the administra­ 
tion committee payroll solely to provide sex for Hayes. 
Hays said he will call a meeting of the campaign commit­ 
tee for June 9 "to ask that a temporary chairman be elected 
until the charge against me has been resolved.” 
" I have also decided to call a meeting of the Committee on 
House Administration to discuss with them any questions 
concerning my role as chairman of the House Administra­ 
tion Committee,” said Hays. 
"Although the charge against me has yet to be substan­ 
tiated by credible evidence, I am confident that when all the 
facts are presented at the proper time and in the proper 
forum, it w ill be obvious that the charge against me w ill be 
shown to be false,” he said. 
Meanwhile, Rep. John Flynt, D-Ga., chairman of the 
House Ethics Committee, said the panel expected to discuss 
Administration warns

more persons than just Hays and Miss Ray and decide on 
who should be called as witnesses in the probe. 
Flynt said during a 15-minute discussion of whether to 
close the first meeting of the panel during its "investigative 
stage” that "very definitely” the panel expected to discuss 
more names than the two principals. 
"W e will discuss some names we might want to call as 
witnesses,” said Rep. James Quillen, R-Tenn., who offered 
the resolution Wednesday to begin the investigation. 
Rep. Floyd Spence, R-S.C., in calling for a closed session, 
said " I’m not going to mention information I have in public 
session.” He did not elaborate. 
Flynt said, " I may be prudish ... but there are some things 
and some words I don’t want to use publicly.” 
Rep. Charles Bennett, D-Fla., speaking in favor of an open 
session said, "W e are not going to be talking about testimony 
per se, we are going to be talking about acts,” and can use 
euphemisms without using “ filthy, dirty, four-letter words.” 
In his statement, Hays said, " I have become aware of the 
concern on the part of a number of Democrats that my chair­ 
manship of the... (campaign) committee places an unneces­ 
sary and unwarranted burden on my fellow Democratic can­ 
didates.” 
He said he would step down from the post because he does 
not want "to have my name on a check which might be used 
as a campaign issue against any Democratic candidate.” 
House Democratic leader Thomas O’Neill has called on 
Hays to give up both chairmanships until the issue is 
resolved and he urged that action on Hays at a meeting 
between the two men Wednesday.

A county tax rate reduction “should take 
priority over any other matter” during county 
budget hearings which are scheduled to start 
June 9, the Board of Supervisors has been in­ 
formed by the County Taxpayers Assn. 
An analysis of the proposed $95 million county 
budget for 1976-’77 fiscal year starting July I 
shows that a tax rate increase “can be avoided” 
and that it is possible for a reduction from the 
current $3.31 rate to approximately $2.90 per 
$100 of assessed valuation, according to a joint 
statement made by the County Taxpayers Assn. 
and the California Taxpayers Assn. 
Earlier. Chester Knutila. executive secretary 
of the county association, had submitted an 
analysis of the proposed county budget for the 
coming year, showing that the county rate could 
conceivably drop to $1.47 if welfare, school and 
other people related services were financed 
from other sectors than the property tax. 
This report was filed by the supervisors to be 
taken up during budget sessions. Chairman 
Frank J. Frost observed, however, that the $1.47 
figure was predicated also on Sheriff’s Depart­ 
ment services being people-related services. 
Knutila said the same was virtually true of the 
County Fire Department services, but he in­ 
cluded fire services in with property tax 
funding. 
The statement signed by Knutila and J. Roy 


Holland, regional director of local affairs for the 
California Taxpayers Assn. said a tax rate 
reduction was in order “ in view of the 
skyrocketing assessments currently being levied 
on property owners in the county.” 
Contrary to the association’s prior practice, 
Knutila said, “we are not submitting detailed 
comments on the proposed budget...we plan to 
submit our detailed recommendations on each 
phase of the budget as the hearings progress.” 
The proposed county budget as recommended 
by Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson 
— accepted as a “working document” by the 
county supervisors preparatory to public budget 
hearings — would raise the current levy 24 cents 
above the present $3.31 figure. 
The budget, large as it was. however, did not 
contain any recommendations for a salary raise 
for the 3,000 county employes. 
Supervisors have indicated they may wait un­ 
til the final day of budget hearings — possibly 
June 18 — before coming to a decision on that is­ 
sue. Bargaining is still going on between the 
county administration and six county employe 
organizations, some of whom have accused the 
county of stalling, canceling scheduled sessions, 
and otherwise foot-dragging pending a decision 
by the supervisors themselves. Supervisors have 
replied they are aware of the positions taken by 
their negotiating team and feel negotiations are 
being properly conducted.

Supervisors exchange 'horror 
stories' over Exxon's options

County supervisors told each 
other “potential horror stories” 
— from different points of view 
— when they discussed oil tran­ 
sport options facing Exxon 
Corp. in its plans to produce 
crude oil from its Santa Ynez 
Unit in the western Santa Bar­ 
bara Channel. 
There 
were 
these 
developments: 
— Environmental coor­ 
dinator Albert Reynolds 
pointed out th ere was 
“clarification needed” of the 
I n te r io r 
D e p a r t m e n t ’s 
economic analysis of the op­ 
tions facing Exxon, including 
an onshore pipeline and tanker 
transport. He said the Interior 
Department’s analysis being 
reviewed by his office was in­ 
adequate in that Federal of­ 
ficials were looking only at the 
first phase of development — 
the Hondo unit, and neglected 
bringing in the “ two other 
fields” in the unitized project 
Exxon has with several other 
companies. This meant carry­ 
ing capacity and size of an 
onshore pipeline which has been 
sug g ested 
c o u ld n ’t 
be 
visualized, and besides a 


“broader outlook” was needed 
as such a pipeline might be able 
to accommodate output from 
Atlantic-Richfield Co. and other 
users, he showed. 
Other considerations such as 
emissions from facilities, in­ 
cluding giant tankers, on such a 
large basis needed study, said 
Reynolds. He said “double 
emissions could mean doubling 
the cost of attaining air 
quality.” 
There have been reports from 
environmental spokesmen that 
with full channel oil develop­ 
ment as now visualized there 
could be as many as 800 tankers 
a year churning back and forth 
through channel waters with 
crude oil for refineries. 
— Supervisor Francis H. 
Beattie said he felt any onshore 
pipeline project “could take 
years to go through... a great 
number of years, if ever. Do 
you realize that it would take 
approval for some 30 jurisdic­ 
tions to put the pipeline 
through?” 
— The “horror” of all these 
jurisdictions to pass through 
w as com m ented on by 
chairman Frank J. Frost. “The 


true horror stories and these 
stories coming out of areas with 
huge oil spills, like Bantry Bay 
off Ireland, off Spain and other 
places where tankers pass 
th ro u g h ,” he declared. 
“ Anywhere we can limit tanker 
traffic, we should.’’ 
— 
“ Another potential horror 
story” involves deterioration of 
air quality from tanker emis­ 
sions. "We must meet air 
quality standards,” Reynolds 
said. 
— Supervisor Robert E. 
Kallman, who with north 
county supervisors had 
originally approved the Exxon 
onshore processing facility, 
said he felt the county should be 
discouraged from “taking time 
and effort” to clarify Interior 
Department’s report. He felt 
discrepancies should be 
checked “directly.” 
— The board finally decided 
to set up a committee including 
Reynolds, Air Pollution Control 
District director John English, 
Petroleum 
Administrator 
Joseph Green and Auditor- 
Controller Paul Floyd to make 
up a county report on the 
federal analysis.

SALEM, Ore (UPI) - An in­ 
vestigation into possible vote 
fraud in Oregon’s primary is 
under way at the secretary of 
state’s office.

Banton. who said there were 
“some quite large surges” of 
persons signing up to register 
and vote in the last hours, said 
he personally believes the law 
should be changed to require a 
waiting period on registration. 


Carter, who won this week’s 
South Dakota prim ary and 
finished second in Rhode Island 
and M ontana, d e sc rib e d 
Brown’s comment as “a little 
bit illogical.” 
“I’d say someone who has 
more than a thousand delegates 
is ahead of someone who has 
25.” Carter said in San Fran­ 
cisco. “ But that’s just my 
twisted logic. Maybe that 
wouldn’t stand up under the Zen 
Buddhist analysis.” 
Ronald Reagan, concentrat­ 
ing his efforts on California’s 
winner-take-all GOP primary, 
said he would be willing to send 
American forces to Rhodesia 
“in the interest of peace and 
avoiding bloodshed.”

Production mixup 
sets back flu plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
plan to inoculate ill and elderly 
Americans against swine flu 
may be set back four to six 
weeks because of a production 
mixup at one drug company. 
The mistake — which result­ 
ed in the wrong kind of vaccine 
being produced — is not ex­ 
pected to affect the nationwide 
inoculation program for other 
segments of the population. 
The Public Health Service 
said Wednesday that Parke- 
Davis Co., one of four com­ 
panies producing the vaccine, 
made 2.6 million doses, an un­ 
known number of which were 
based on a similar but different 
flu virus from the one isolated 
among recruits at Ft. Dix, N.J. 
in February. 
None of the com pany’s 
production before the mistake 
was uncovered can be used, the 
agency said, though there 
might have been no harm and 
immunization might have been 
effective against swine flu. 
Some human test subjects 
were given the wrong vaccine 
in the clinical trials which 
began in April and have covered 
3.200 volunteers. 600 of them 


British pound plunges 
to another record low 


Letters tell of Nixon affair 
with envoy's wife, Briton says 


LONDON (U P I) - The 
Times of London reported today 
more than 20 letters, allegedly 
written by Richard Nixon dur­ 
ing the height of the Watergate 
crisis, suggest the form er 
president was having an affair 
with a diplomat’s wife while in 
office. 
The Times story was similar 
to one published Wednesday in 
the London Evening Standard 
The Times, in a report from 
New York, said literary agent 
Scott Meredith believed the 22 
letters in his possession are 
I genuine. 
The newspaper quoted Mere- 
jdith as saying handwriting ex­ 
perts who have examined the 
letters over the past 2 Mi months 
^’’regarded them as being in Mr. 


Nixon's hand.” 
It quoted Meredith as saying 
the long letters were written to 
a beautiful woman, who looks 
younger than her age, “and 
leave no doubt that they con­ 
cern an affair.” . 
It said the woman, who has a 
child and is married to a Euro­ 
pean diplomat, “admitted hav­ 
ing a friendship with Mr. Nix­ 
on” in conversations with 
Meredith. Her husband later 
was “ escorted out of the 
country,” he said. 


He said the “affair apparent­ 
ly lasted for some time, at least 
a year or two.” Some of the 
latest letters speak of drinking 
too much as the result of 
Watergate pressures. 


The London Evening Stan­ 
dard, in its story Wednesday, 
said 24 letters were involved 
and that the woman was then 
living in California. Tie letters 
were not quoted. 
The newspaper said an agent 
of Meredith’s met the woman 
and that she has admitted 
knowing Nixon, but would not 
confirm or deny his authorship 
of the letters. 
"I personally believe these 
letters are genuine,” Meredith 
was quoted as saying 
“If the letters are authentic 
they could be worth millions 
because they are obviously 
written from true, deep person­ 
al feeling.” Meredith was 
quoted as having told the Even­ 
ing Standard.

Dr. Teodore Cooper, assis­ 
tant Health, Education and 
Welfare secretary for health,

BOSTON (UPI) - An article 
in the current New England 
Journal of Medicine indicates a 
link between an increase in 
cases of uterine cancer and use 
of estrogen to relieve the symp­ 
toms of menopause. 
R e s e a rc h e rs from the 
University of Southern Califor­ 
nia reported their study of 
women in a retirement com­ 
munity near Los Angeles sup­ 
ports, “ at a high level of 
statistical significance.” the 
belief estrogen pills might 
cause endometrial cancer, a 
cancer of the lining of the 
womb 
They said uterine cancer 
rates among women in the 
retirement community were up 
to eight times higher among 
women who had taken estrogen 
than those who had not. 
The researchers noted the use 
of estrogen pills to relieve some 
of the discomfort of menopause 
began increasing in 1958 and 


leveled off in 1966 at about three 
million prescriptions per year. 
They said another increase in 
prescriptions began in 1971 and 
about five million prescriptions 
per year were written in 1974. 
“One can expect still another 
increase in Ole incidence of en­ 
dometrial cancer correspond­ 
ing to the increase in new 
prescriptions over the period 
from 1970 to 1974, whether or 
not a few years of stable rates 
precede it, and probably 
whether or not estrogen con­ 
sumption declines, as expected, 
in the next few years,” the 
researchers said. “This in­ 
crease can be expected to con­ 
tinue past 1980.” 
Another article, based on a 
study by Dr. Noel S. Weiss of 
the University of Washington 
and others, stated there was an 
increase in uterine cancer rates 
between 1969 and 1973 among a 
large sampling in California, 
Connecticut and Hawaii.

A Wisconsin man who says he 
was a longtim e friend of 
Howard Hughes claim ed 
Wednesday he was a witness 
when the late billionaire 
recluse signed a will in 1942. 
G ordon H . H e a le y of 
Wauwatosa said he has been 
amused by the flap over the 
large number of Hughes’ wills 
being turned up. He said he 
decided to come forw ard 
because he is suffering from 
bone cancer and wanted to tell 
his story “before something 
happened to me.” 
“I haven't said anything all 
this time. I just been watching 
all this time and laughing,” 
Healey told the Milwaukee Sen­ 
tinel in an interview. 


Healey said he first met 
Hughes in 1938 and the two kept 
in contact. 
In 1942, Hughes came to visit 
while Healey was stationed in 
Piedras Negras, a Mexican 
border town near Eagle Pass, 
Tex. 
He said Hughes sent for a 
lawyer. Mildred Beach, and 
spent the day working on the 
will with her in a cantina called 
the Madema Club. 
“That’s why I don’t believe 
this stuff about a will with mis­ 
spellings in it,” Healey said. 
"He (Hughes) spent all day 
working on that thing with the 
lawyer.” 
Healey said the will called for 
Hughes' fortune to be left to 
relatives or, in the case of their 
deaths, six charitable organiza­ 
tions. He said he doubted 
Hughes ever changed the will 
because he wasn’t the type of 
person who would do so. 


Healey said he last saw 
Hughes in Detroit in 1949. 


“ I don’t want any of his 
money. He offered me some 
mementos once, but I don’t 
want those eith er. I just 
cquldn’t stand all this phoniness 
and all those people saying they 
had wills,” Healey said.

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Spanish monarch 
loans documents 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
king and queen of Spain today 
presented the Smithsonian In­ 
stitution a Bicentennial loan of 
39 priceless documents and ar­ 
tifacts relating to Christopher 
Columbus and his discovery of 
the New World. 
T itle d 
“ C h ris to p h e r 
Columbus and His Time," the 
exhibit re p resen tin g the 
historical roots of America 
nearly 500 years ago will be 
open to the public for the rest of 
the year at the Smithsonian’s 
National Museum of History 
and Technology. 
S Dillon Ripley, secretary of 
the Smithsonian, accepted the 
loan from King Juan Carlos and 
Queen Sophia on behalf of the 
American people. 
The exhibit includes one of 
Spain's great historic docu­ 
ments. the first map of the New 
World, drawn on ox hide in 1500 
by Juan da la Cosa. a navigator 
and geographer who was 
master of the Santa Maria on 
Columbus' first voyage in 1492 
Other exhibit materials — all 
drawn froni libraries, mu­ 
seums. churches and -private 
collections throughout Spain at 
the king's request — include the 
first letter Columbus wrote in 
the New World, dated Jan. 4. 
1493 
Also displayed are seven 
books Columbus took along on 
his voyage, one of which in­ 
cludes a map of Hispaniola, 
which some scholars believe 
was drawn by Columbus. 
Another is a book written by ex­ 
plorer Marco Polo, with Colum­ 
bus' handwritten notes in the 
margins. 
An impressive feature of the 


exhibit is a wrought iron pulpit, 
more than nine feet tall, from 
which the royal decree of King 
Ferdinand and Queen Isabella 
was read announcing the first 
voyage of two manned ships for 
the discovery of the most dis­ 
tant routes of the Atlantic 
Ocean. 
Also included are letters ex­ 
changed by Columbus and the 
king and queen, as well as two 
royal decrees signed by Ferdi­ 
nand and Isabella lent by a 
direct descendant of Colum­ 
bus. 
One decree, dated April, 1492. 
names Columbus "Admiral of 
the Ocean Sea. Viceroy and 
Governor of any lands discov­ 
ered by him." The other as­ 
signed Columbus and his heirs 
an additional castle and a lion 
to his coat of arms. 
The exhibit also features 
historic tapestries, a parade 
shield, an altarpiece, guns, 
weapons, treasure chests and 
Spanish military armor, most 
of it dating from the late 15th- 
century period when Columbus 
lived. 
Bayh recovering 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen 
Birch Bayh, D-Ind„ is recover­ 
ing at Georgetown University 
Hospital following removal of a 
small, benign growth in his 
right lung. 
The 45-minute operation was 
performed Wednesday. Dr. Sol 
Katz, director of the pulmonary 
disease division at the hospital 
and Bayh’s personal physician, 
said microscopic examination 
of a frozen section of the growth 
showed it was benign. No lung 
tissue w as removed. 
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Flu vaccine program hits snags 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
swine flu vaccination program 
designed to reach an estimated 
19 million Californians is facing 
legal, financial and organiza­ 
tional problems, a top health of­ 
ficial says. 
"If the problems are not 
resolved, tike best we can hope 
for is to reach 9 or IO million 
Californians," said Dr. James 
Chin, chief of the Department 
of Health infectious disease 
section. 


One problem, health officials 
said Wednesday, concerns lia­ 
bility for possible suits arising 
from the program, which is a 
combined federal, state and 
local government effort to head 
off a threatened swine flu 
epidemic. 
"The counties don’t want to 


assume the liability, the state is 
still exploring the issue, and the 
federal government did not ad­ 
dress the problem," Chin said. 
He said some counties would 
be "reluctant to approach the 
program with enthusiasm" if 
they thought they could be 
faced with lawsuits later on. 
Chin said the suits could arise 
from health problems not as­ 
sociated with the vaccine. For 
example, he said, a person 
could have a shot then an hour 
later suffer a heart attack 
and blame it on the vaccine. 
"With the present medical 
malpractice climate in Califor­ 
nia. some people call their 
lawyers before they call their 
doctors.” Chin said. 


One Health Department of- 
ficial. who asked not to be 


named, said "you can bet your 
bottom dollar" that there will 
be a lot of suits resulting from 
the vaccination program, which 
is scheduled to begin in July and 
be in full swing in September 
and October. 
President Ford asked and 
Congress agreed to provide $135 
million for the nationwide im­ 
m unization program . The 
money will provide free vac­ 
cine and a small portion of ad­ 
ministrative costs. 
The congressional action fol­ 
lowed the detection of swine flu 
at Ft. Dix N J. last February. 
One person died. In 1918, a virus 
similar to that found in New 
Jersey caused a worldwide 
epidemic resulting in 20 million 
deaths, including 500,000 in the 
United States. 
Another problem facing the 


program, said Chin, is the cost 
of administering the vaccina­ 
tions. Some officials estimate it 
could cost as much as $1 per 
shot to cover labor, rental and 
other costs — not including the 
actual cost of the vaccine. 
Chin said the $1 figure is high, 
but some counties could face 
costs of as much as 50 cents per 
shot if they could not get 
volunteers to help in the 
program. 
He said it remains unresolved 
whether physicians could re­ 
ceive the vaccine free from the 
federal government and then 


charge for the shots to cover 
administrative costs. Chin said 
he believed doctors did not 
want a prohibition against 
charging for the vaccinations if 
administered in their private 
offices. 
Chin said there was also a 
"natural reluctancy’’ among 
people to have shots in the first 
place and this would not aid 
health officials in reaching 19 
million of C alifornia’s 21 
million residents. 
"We do have more than our 
fair share of problems,” Chin 
said of the program.

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Reagan disclaims 
t h e b e t t e r h a l f 
by Barnes^ | jz 
Hays was only one of 15 
'war' on Rhodesia 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Ronald Reagan today sought to 
dispose of the notion that he 
would go to war over Rhodesia. 
Campaigning for the June 8 
Republican primary. Reagan 
Wednesday told a Sacramento 
audience he would be willing to 
send American troops to the 
troubled African nation “in the 
interest of peace and avoiding 
bloodshed.” 
The former governor said a 
treaty or “the promise” of 
American help might be enough 
to trigger formation of a 
government comprising black 
nationalist guerrillas and the 
white minority. 
He said, however, he might 
dispatch something beyond a 
“token force” if necessary to 
maintain peace. He compared 
the situation to the peace­ 
keeping forces sent to the Mid­ 
dle East. 
Minutes after he made the 
remark, he told a state senator 
that reporters would interpret 
the statement to mean he “had 
declared war on Rhodesia.” 
Later, at a fund-raising sup 
per in Cupertino, Reagan 
started his brief remarks to 
about 200 persons by saying: “ It 
isn’t true. I’m not going to 
declare war on Rhodesia. 
“ I made the m istake of 
speaking to the Press Club over 
in Sacramento. You have to be 
careful about what you say.” 


Declaring he favored Demo­ 
cratic majority rule in Rhode­ 
sia. Reagan told the press club 
the current strife was “not a 
racial problem." He said the 
United States and Great Britan 
together should guarantee 
peace during negotiations. 
He was asked how he would 
support the guarantees — with 
an occupation force, troops or 
observers. 
“You would have to be com­ 
pletely involved with the 
Rhodesian government and find 
out whether that would be 
necessary,” he replied. “ It 
might simply be that the 
promise, the treaty or agree­ 
ment. would prevent the other 
from happening ... 
“But whether 'it would be 
enough to have simply the show 
of strength — the promise that 
we would — or whether you’d 
have to go in with occupation 
forces. I don’t know.” 
Asked if he meant he would 
consider dispatching troops to 
Africa. Reagan indicated he 
would, provided the Rhodesian 
government believed a “token 
show” would help. 
Would he go beyond a token 
show? 


“I don’t think you’d have to.” 
But what if you had to? 
“Well, if we made such an 
arrangement that made such a 
pledge. I assume we would.”

“Miss Ray categorically denies 
making any such statement to 
anyone. And please underline 
anyone.” 
But the Tribune said Feig, 
after denying the story, consult­ 
ed with Miss Ray and, reached 
by telephone at Miss Ray’s 
apartment, later acknowledged 
that his client had supplied in­ 
vestigators with a list of 
legislators' names. 
Miss Ray, when told of the 
specifics in a CBS News inter­ 
view. exclaimed: 
“ Untrue! 
Untrue!” 
Asked if she had anything to 
say to any of her Washington 
paramours worried about hav­ 
ing their sex lives exposed to 
the limelight she said with a 
smile: “Have no fear gent­ 
lemen : I will not do anything to 
hurt you.” 
Sources said Miss Ray com­ 
piled evidence in the case by 
recording the liaisons with a 


voice-activated tape recorder 
that was placed under her bed, 
the Tribune said. She then 
phoned the congressmen the 
next day to discuss their 
lovemaking, tricking the con­ 
gressmen into incriminating 
themselves, the sources told 
the Tribune. 
The n ew sp a p er qu o ted 
sources close to the case as say­ 
ing several of the men she 
named are highly prominent 
and that evidence and allega­ 
tions compiled suggest the 
scandal might become “ the 
congressional Watergate.” 
The Tribune story did not 
name any of the congressmen, 
but said Miss Ray did name 
David Hume Kennerly, Presi­ 
dent Ford’s personal photogra­ 
pher, as one of her dates. 
Asked by United Press Inter­ 
national about the report, Ken­ 
nerly said. “I went out with her 


once two years ago and that 
was it. I haven’t seen or heard 
from her since.” 
“This country is getting in 
pretty bad shape if we’re mak­ 
ing a big deal out of a young 
single man going out with a 
young single woman,” Kenner­ 
ly said. 
The Justice Department and 
a federal grand jury have 
questioned Miss Ray since she 
alleged that Hays paid her a 
$14,000 government salary ex­ 
clusively for her sexual favors. 
Hays has admitted to having an 
affair with Miss Ray and the 
House Ethics Committee voted 
Wednesday to investigate his 
actions. 
The Tribune sources said 
Justice Department investiga­ 
tors m ust now determ ine 
whether the other relationships 
alleged by Miss Ray were the 
d irect result of her em ­ 


ployment. 
According to the Tribune 
sources, investigators already 
have uncovered leads linking 
other congressmen and women 
in similar affairs. 
IRS probes Moon

2 cups medium white sauce or mushroom soup 
I can grated cheddar cheese 
Mi cup slivered toasted almonds 
Add all ingredients to a white sauce (or the soup) ex­ 
cept for cheese and almonds.

Sky scavenger 
threatened by 
man, old age 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Nature’s 
original garbageman, the California con­ 
dor, could be extinct within two more 
decades because of old age and little in­ 
terest in sex. 
So little is known about the big birds 
that naturalists can’t tell the boys from 
the girls yet, but a multiagency task 
force hoping to preserve the vultures 
seeks permission to breed the California 
condor in captivity. And their concern 
may be justified. There is only one 
known active nesting pair this spring at 
the Sespe National Condor Sanctuary 
north of Fillmore in Ventura County. 
A lot of organizations have been trying 
hard to save him, but the population of 
this prehistoric relic continues to 
decline. Today there are only 50 left in 
the world, living out their last days in 
California. 
The California condor, with his nine- 
foot wing span, is North America’s 
largest soaring land bird. His remains 
have been found as far east as Texas, but 
primarily he lives in the thermal regions 
of California. 
Man has been his main enemy. 
The California condor lays but a single 
egg and nests only every other year. Its 
whitish eggs, five inches long, three in­ 
ches across, seldom fall victim to ro­ 
dents or predators, but they became 
highly prized by egg collectors in the late 
1930s and '40s. 
Hunter education and tough state and 
federal laws — it can cost a year in jail 
and $1,000 fine to take or possess the 
California condor — has reduced the loss 
to firearms and egg hunters to near zero. 
But now habitat modification brought 
about by burgeoning surburbs, oil 
drillers and changes from ranching to 
fruit farming have sharply reduced the 
food supply and hunting areas. The use of 
strychnine bait in animal carcasses may 
also be affecting the ungainly carrion 
eaters. 
The reproduction problem, says Sandy 
Wilbur, research biologist for the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service, is that the 
flock has been reproducing at a rate of 
less than two a year for the past eight 
years. He estimates at least five or six 
new offspring must be hatched annually 
just to maintain the population at 50. 
Still another problem is old age. The 
California condor lives only about 20 
years before he begins succumbing to 
natural causes. Wilbur says the average 
age of the current flock is over 20 years. 
Creeping senility could mean multiple 
deaths within a few more years, 
dramatically spiraling the population 
downward. 
Wilbur chairs a five-member condor 
recovery team made up of represen­ 
tatives from the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, the U S. Forest Service, the 
Bureau of Land Management, the 
California Department of Fish and 
Game and the National Audubon Society. 
At a recent meeting in San Francisco 
they submitted their last ditch proposal 
to save the birds. They want to take at 
least five California condor and attempt 
to breed them in captivity. 
“He is very much in danger right 
now,” Wilbur said “The population’s 
average age is getting so much that we 
could see a large loss in numbers soon. I 
would say the situation is critical.”

After compiling a lifetime .295 batting 
average with nine different major league 
clubs, baseball vagabond Tommy Davis’ 
16-year career was apparently over this 
spring when the 37-year-old hitting star 
drew his unconditional release from the 
New York Yankees. 
But Davis turned up once again, in a 
California Angels’ uniform, Wednesday 
night and came through with a two-run 
pinch-hit single that ignited a three-run 
eighth inning and subdued the Minnesota 
Twins, 5-2. 
The Angels signed Davis as a free 
agent just hours before game time. 
"I caught the noon plane from Los 
Angeles and got to the Minnesota 
ballpark at 5 p.m.,” grinned Davis. 
Davis, who said he didn’t expect to be 
back in baseball, delivered his clutch hit 
after Jim Hughes and Bill Campbell 
walked Hie bases full. 
"I was prepared to go to work for my 
friend, Cecil Hughes,” he said. “And 
when I had to make my decision yester­ 
day, Cecil understood. He knows that 
baseball is in my blood and told me my 
job would be waiting when my playing 
days are over....” 
Dave Chalk drove in the third run of 
the eighth with a sacrifice fly and also 
singled in a pair of second inning runs. 
Gary Ross, 3-6, went 8 1-3 innings for the 
victory. 
Yankees 7, Red Sox 2: 
New York’s Chris Chambliss singled 
home two runs during a five-run second 
inning to back the four-hit pitching of Ed 
Figueroa. For Figueroa, who struck out 
six and walked one, it was the third 
straight win and sixth this season.

The recovery team operates a sup­ 
plemental feeding program by leaving 
dead animals within easy range of 
nesting areas in the Sespe sanctuary. 
They also propose “filling out” the Sespe 
boundary lines, making the sanctuary 
more uniform in size. 
A third problem is establishment of 
some kind of agreement with the Argo 
Petroleum Co., which has the oil rights 
inside the sanctuary and has already 
begun drilling operations, Wilbur said. 
In spite of these efforts the condor pop­ 
ulation is slipping. So the committee sub­ 
mitted its plan to breed in captivity. 
It could be longer than a year before 
such a project wins approval. Public 
hearings must follow and various federal 
and state agencies must approve the 
project. 
Even then, it is no sure thing. Scien­ 
tists can't even tell the sexes apart. A 
biologist from the San Diego Zoo is 
currently conducting chemical tests on 
the only California condor in captivity, 
Popa Topa, a 9-year-old bird in the Los 
Angeles Zoo. 
They don’t even know whether Topa is 
a boy or girl. Topa has never laid an egg, 
but that doesn’t mean he couldn’t. 
“We have to learn how to sex this bird 
as the first step,” Wilbur conceded. 
Once that is accomplished, “We’d like 
to get a mate for Topa and one other 
pair. Of course we might have a pair that 
isn t compatible — we d like to take 
another pair out later on. 
“I don’t know if it will work. It s going 
to take a long time Condors do things so 
slowly and we’re dealing with a real time 
problem. 
“AU I know is that it can’t hurt and it 
might help ” 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - If you 
want to excite Bill Rigney these days, 
just mention the name of his rookie 
center fielder, Larry Herndon. 
“He’s our trigger man,” Rigney usual­ 
ly starts out. “Our guys have to be af­ 
fected by the way he’s come in here and 
played both offensively and defensively. 
He doesn’t care about hot or cold or what 
the weather is. AU he wants to do is wear 
the Giants’ uniform and play baseball. 
That’s all that matters to him.” 
Unless stopped, the manager of the 
San Francisco Giants will continue his 
rapturous dissertation. 
When Herndon was recalled from the 
minor leagues five weeks ago, it was 
primarily to replace a temporarily dis­ 
abled player.

Fighting off old age with a bat

NEW YORK (UPI) - George Bernard Shaw kept 
writing until he was 92, Michelangelo finished his 
famous Crucifixion of St. Peter at 75 and Colonel 
Sanders the fellow with the little chin whiskers, 
didn’t start marketing his recipe for fried chicken 
until he was 65 So why was Joe Torre getting 
himself all worked up over being 35? 
You know why. Joe Torre thought he was getting 
old. The more he thought about it, the older he 
seemed 
“I got caught up in that age thing, admits the 
Mets’ sudden sensation. “I thought there was some 
validity to it Maybe I WAS getting old 
Everybody is, but with Joe Torre it s harder to 
tell He’s swinging the bat now the same way he did 
five years ago for the Cardinals when he led the 
league with 363 and 137 rbi and wound up MVP. 
Lately, he has been so quick with his wrists and 
finding the holes so well that his 336 average has 
him right up there with the National League’s top 
hitters.

On Tuesday night. John Candelaria, the Pirates 
classy left-handed fireballer, bottled up the Mets so 
well, he would’ve had a shutout were it not for Joe 
Torre, who clipped him for one home run in the first 
inning and another in the ninth. Those were the 
Mets’ only runs in a 3-2 loss Torre also had a single 
in between his homers. 
When he showed up for Wednesday night s con­ 


test with the Cubs, Torre ran into recuperating 
Mike Vail in the Shea Stadium parking lot. Vail 
couldn’t get over those two shots off Candelaria. 
“What’s gotten in to you?” he asked Torre, needl­ 
ing a little. 
“I dunno,” was the answer, “but whatever it is, I 
hope it stays there.” 
Joe Torre has a lot of friends, due in part to the 
fact he has never been a grouch and generally has 
managed to find time for people ever since coming 
up to the majors 16 years ago. Last year was 
Torre’s worst in baseball. It was so bad, he thought 
of quitting, but as bad as it got, he usually was the 
same Joe Torre, pleasant and friendly.

He said the Mets would 
see how Torre did during the early part of the 
season and they’d take it from there. Torre wasn’t 
given any set position. He’d keep himself available 
to fill in at first base and third. 
If any one thing is responsible for his present tur­ 
naround, Torre says it’s the conditioning program 
he followed this past winter. 
“I feel now the same way I did five years ago,” 
he says. 
That was 1971 when he was MVP, but when a man 
he bought a newspaper from the other day good­ 
naturedly kidded him about how this could be 
another MVP year for him all over again, Joe Torre 
said uh-uh, no way.

(UPI) - Tom Heinsohn and his Boston 
Celtics better start thinking about playing basketball and 
forget the officials before it’s too late, because the Phoenix 
Suns are for real and they aren’t winning with mirrors. 
Once again Wednesday night, Heinsohn, who ought to know 
better, lost his cool with the officials in the National Basket­ 
ball Association’s championship series with the Suns and the 
more he complained the worse his team played. 
The Suns, taking advantage all the way, made good on a 
near-record 35 free throws - in 41 attempts - and it proved 
the cushion they needed to beat the Celtics for the second 
straight time.

"We’ve played 82 games and two playoffs of basket­ 
ball, and now all of a sudden some guy writes a story and we 
are back to high school officiating.” 
Heinsohn was referring to a story in a Phoenix newspaper 
last Sunday, which he said in a way intimidated the officials. 
What the writer did was ask Suns fans to support the team 
with their cheers, which they have in deafening fashion in 
the two games played here. Heinsohn said the cheering and 


“coaching” from the stands has affected the officials in their 
calls. 
John MacLeod, who also was slapped with a technical in 
Wednesday’s game, said his team must win in Boston or it 
has no chance. 
“The Celtics are great in Boston,” he said. “We’ll just 
have to play them as tough there as we did at home. If we 
don’t, then we won’t have a chance....” 
Paul Westphal, who came to the Suns in the trade that sent 
Charlie Scott to Boston, was a big hero in the fourth game, 
scoring a game high 28 points, making nine assists and three 
steals. 
Alvan Adams, the 1976 Rookie of the Year, was held to 12 
points in three quarters by Dave Cowens but broke loose for 
eight points in the last quarter but the Celtics never were 
that far behind and twice in the third quarter held slim leads.

The listed state record for a striper is 65-pounder taken in 1951, 
also in the San Joaquin River. 


The Department of Fish and Game is urging well-meaning 
nature observers not to get carried away with the spirit of the 
season. 
Especially, the department says, don’t pick up that fawn you 
might see in a field, by the road or while at your favorite picnic 
spot. You may be dooming the animal to an early death as well as 
violating the Fish and Game Code. 
Although the tiny animal may appear to have been abandoned by 
its mother, chances are the adult deer will return and take charge 
of its young if you will just go away and leave it alone. 
Deer are difficult to raise in captivity. They soon lose the special 
appeal they have when young. When they become older they often 
are difficult to manage and can be dangerous to people. There are 
a number of cases on record in which children and adults have been 
seriously injured by pet deer. 
Each year Fish and Game wardens arrest a number of well­ 
meaning but misinformed people who have made the mistake of 
picking up fawns and taking them home. 
Persons observing fawns they think may have been abandoned or 
otherwise in need of care should call the nearest office of the 
department, which will look into the report. 


Hunter safety training is required for all first-time buyers of 
hunting licenses regardless of age, the Department of Fish and 
Game said in a reminder issued today. 
On completion of the training course, the applicant receives a 
certificate of competence, which he or she must present when ap­ 
plying to buy a license. 
Anyone applying for a license must provide either: (I) proof that 
the applicant has held a California license for a previous year, or 
(21 a hunter safety certificate of competence from California or 
another state. 
Information on training classes may be obtained from DFG of- 
b fices in Redding. Sacramento, Yountville, Fresno and Long Beach 
as well as from license agents and local wardens.

O ccasionally, an issue 
comes along which is so 
weighty and long-term in its 
potentialities, in addition to 
being extremely complex, that 
few analysts are able to handle 
it succinctly if correctly.

Power companies in Califor­ 
nia have operated nuclear 
power plants for over a decade 
with nary a mishap, which 
doesn’t mean something might 
not be developing right now. 
These suppliers say we will 
suffer greatly if present nuke

future plants are prevented. 
On the face of it, we would 
have to agree. 
On the other hand, we are 
not sufficiently convinced that 
adequate storage facilities and 
c a p a b i l i t i e s have been 
developed to date which would 
allow for the long-term dis­ 
posal of wastes. And that 
situation could be changing 
right now as well. 
The voters have been bom­ 
barded in the last several 
years with information of one 
sort or another about energy 
and its availability.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Oil barons' legislation 


WASHINGTON - With the arrogance 
of men accustomed to getting their way 
in Washington, the oil barons have writ­ 
ten legislation to award themselves 
billions in offshore oil. 
Their friends in Congress have in­ 
troduced the giveaway bills as their own, 
often without changing a single word. We 
have 
com p ared 
legislation prepared 
by the oil industry 
with the actual bills in 
the legislative works. 
In some cases, not a 
comma has been dis­ 
turbed. 
The great offshore 
oil grab got as far as 
the House Outer Con­ 
tinental Shelf Commit­ 
tee. There, Chairman 
John Murphy, D-N.Y., 
tried to head off the oil 
companies. He drafted a bill which 
would give the taxpayers a greater share 
of the offshore oil revenue and would 
protect the sea and shore life. 
But he was deluged with amendments, 
which tied up his bill inside the commit­ 
tee for months. The amendments were 
introduced by Representatives Hamilton 
Fish Jr., R-NY., Edwin Forsythe, R- 
N.J., Charles Wiggins, R-Caiif., and to a 
lesser extent Don Young, R-Ala ska. 
We have now learned that many of the 
amendments were prepared by the 
American Petroleum Institute and the 
oil companies it represents. A sheaf of 
amendments was quietly delivered to the 
committee’s GGP staff by an Institute 
courier. Thereafter, Republican com­ 
mittee members dumped the amend­ 
ments upon the committee, without a 
word to Chairman Murphy about their 
oily origins. 
We have obtained copies of the amend­ 
ments as they came out of the 


typewriters of the petroleum companies. 
It can be seen that some of the 
Republican congressmen, in their haste 
to oblige the oil crowd, submitted the 
legislation without even rephrasing it. In 
other cases, a word or two was changed, 
but the pro-oil slant was left intact. 
During the wrangling behind closed 
doors, the committee accepted some of 
the crippling amendments and defeated 
others. But the effect was to weaken the 
bill, which finally was forwarded to the 
House Rules Committee. 
The oil moguls, not satisfied with the 
sabotage job they had already achieved, 
sought to torpedo the Murphy measure 
entirely and thus eliminate the remain­ 
ing pro-consumer features. This time 
they lined up the Ford Administration 
itself to work against the bill in the 
backrooms. 
But a conscientious Administration of­ 
ficial, who believed he should serve the 
public and not the oil industry, tipped off 
Murphy’s staff as to what was happen­ 
ing. The secret plot was spelled out in a 
memo, written for Murphy’s eyes only. 
The official, whose name we have 
withheld to save him from reprisals, 
stated “that the Administration had 
made a definite policy commitment to 
try to keep the Rules Committee from 
granting a rule.’* 
Without a rule, the bill couldn’t be 
taken up on the House floor. But there 
might be enough pressure from con­ 
sumers to force the bill out of the Rules 
Committee in an election year. In this 
case, the official warned that the Ad­ 
ministration planned to slap backs and 
twist arms in the House cloakrooms 
The object is to get enough votes 
against the measure on the House floor 
that “President Ford ... could veto the 
bill without fear of it being overridden.’’ 
One of the oil industry’s most powerful 
backstage allies, said the memo, was

Interior Secretary Thomas Kleepe. 
Warned the memo: The Administration 
has been merely “stringing us along, try­ 
ing to appear cooperative. But when pas­ 
sage of the bill appeared imminent, they 
decided to make the all-out effort to kill 
it.” 
Thus, the Ford Administration has 
made a secret pact with the American 
Petroleum Institute to block the bill, 
which would safeguard at least some of 
the public rights to the offshore oil 
billions. Their lobbyists, joined by lob­ 
byists from Atlantic Richfield, Exxon, 
Mobil and offshore drillers, are busy but­ 
tonholing congressmen on Capitol Hill. 
The oil lobby has also demonstrated its 
power on the Senate side of the Capitol. 
At the instigation of the oil boys, six 
se n a to r s huddled to hatch a 
“compromise’’ on natural gas price 
deregulation. 
The oil states were represented by 
Senators Henry Bellmon, D-Okla., Paul 
Fannin, R-Ariz., and James Pearson, R- 
Kan. Representing the consumers were 
Senators Fritz Hollings, D-S.C., Warren 
M agnuson, D-W ash., and Adlai 
Stevenson, D-Ill. 
They emerged from the secret huddle 
with legislation that would permit the 
natural gas companies to triple the 
regulated price of newly drilled gas. The 
bill would also reclassify wells that are 
already producing as “new,” thus allow­ 
ing the price for this gas to soar from 35 
cents to an incredible $1.35 per cubic 
foot. 
It was a clear victory for the oil and 
gas industry. A confidential analysis, 
prepared by Michigan State professor 
David S. Schwartz at the request of Rep. 
John Moss, D-Calif., estimates that the 
compromise legislation will cost utility 
users an additional $9 billion to $12.5 
billion a year. 
Footnote: The Republican congres­ 
smen, who introduced oil industry 
amendments without change, claimed 
that the legislation had been submitted 
to the staff and that they didn’t realize it 
was the exact wordage of the oil 
operators. “We did not blindly accept 
anything from the industry,’* insisted 
Congressman Fish. Congressman 
Young, through a spokesman, added that 
the only industry bills he had supported 
were those which benefited Alaska.

But California Gov. Jerry Brown won 
the popularity contest in Maryland, and 
what his game will be from here on out is 
far from clear. Is he to be a spoiler help­ 
ing to insure a long hassle in the conven­ 
tion? And are the forces behind him 
those who want a brokered convention 
with Sen. Hubert Humphrey emerging 
out of the smoke of battle as the party’s 
choice? 
Carter attacked Brown as being the 
choice of the bosses in Maryland. Cer­ 
tainly he had the support of Gov. Marvin 
Mandel and the heads of organized labor. 
But the outcome showed that his 
strength cut across the board in cities, 


towns and country, all except in the 
small villages. 
Brown is on the ballot in only two other 
states, Nevada and his own California. 
The primary in his home base on June 8 
is almost certain to bring him the 
winner-take-all harvest of 167 ballots. 
That is an impressive total but it will 
hardly be enough in and of itself to stop 
Carter. 
Carter noted in the wake of his narrow 
win over Mo Udall that the other can­ 
didates were ganging up against him on a 
state-by-state basis in a way he could not 
match. Thus Sen. Frank Church spent ll 
days of in te n siv e handshaking 
throughout Michigan to emerge with 
fewer than 3,000 votes behind Carter. 
Oregon, where Church is concentrating, 
will be another test. 
The 30 primaries, in fact, are ideally 
designed to bring about the kind of 
fragmentation that can make the con­ 
vention a shambles. And the choice of 
New York as the convention city seems 
more and more dubious. 
With a current strike by building 
maintenance workers, great mounds of 
garbage are now piled up outside the lux­ 
ury apartments on the East Side. A tran­ 
sit strike timed for the opening of the 
convention has been narrowly averted. 
State Democratic Chairman Patrick J. 
Cunningham has been charged with sell­ 
ing judgeships in the Bronx and is 
fighting a running battle with Special 
State Prosecutor Maurice Nadjari to 
prevent the subpoena of the records of 
his law firm. Gov. Hugh Carey has been 
busy trying to parcel out to others some 


of Cunningham’s official duties. 
The Senate Banking Committee in 
Washington has urged the federal 
government to seriously consider ending 
the $2.3 billion annual loans to the city — 
that push the city over the brink — un­ 
less Mayor Abraham Beame holds to a 
wage freeze and takes other financially 
sound steps, such as ending rent control. 
The ghosts of the past will also haunt 
this convention. The last time the 
Democrats met here was in 1924 in a 
Madison Square Garden of great 
architectural distinction that has long 
since been torn down. That convention, 
its origins and its afterm ath, is 
described in one of the ablest pieces of 
political writing to appear in a long time. 
Robert K. Murray’s “The 103rd Ballot’’ 
tells the story of that marathon, which 
ended with the choice of John W. Davis, 
a Wall Street lawyer, (Hi the 103rd ballot. 
Nothing quite so lunatic can happen 
again since many of the farcical 
characters have passed into oblivion 
along with the old garden. Fragmenta­ 
tion and a number of ballots could, 
however, have something of the same 
result,ending with a choice that weary 
delegates would agree on regardless of 
the outcome in November. 
Whatever else one may say to Hubert 
Humphrey and his ambitions he has a 
shrewd understanding of the forces 
within his party. As he almost invariably 
says when talking privately about what 
can happen in July, “Never forget we 
have a remarkable capacity for 
snatching defeat from the jaws of vic­ 
tory.’’

Guilty till proven innocent? 


I don’t know who originated the ex­ 
pression, “The more I see of some peo­ 
ple, the more I like my dog,” but 
members of the Lompoc City Council 
would have to run contrary to human 
nature if this thought didn’t cross their 
minds once in a while. 


There are some people in the com­ 
munity who are quick 
to think the worst 
about the council, and 
there are indications 
that council members 
are getting a little 
tired of it. 


Councilwoman 
Elinor Lefkowitz felt 
it necessary on Tues­ 
day night to address 
herself to the audience 
w atch in g 
the 
proceedings on cable television in an ef­ 
fort to defend the council against what 
she termed “an ugly rumor” known to be 
circulating. 


Word of the rumor reached Mrs. 
Lefkowitz, who was asked by a caller 
what the city council has been up to that 
it feels it has to cover up. 


The assumption that the council was 
engaging in some under-the-table ac­ 
tivity arose from the fact that the

previous meeting did not get on the air 
on cable tv until 8 p.m., a half hour after 
the meeting began. 


Mrs. Lefkowitz appealed to the 
viewers and to the few persons left in the 
council chambers at about IO: 15 p.m. to 
check into the reason for something like 
this before starting or helping to 
perpetuate such false rumors. 


In the first place, Mrs. Lefkowitz 
pointed out, the city council has no con­ 
trol over when or whether the cable tv 
cameras cover the council proceedings. 
Cable tv is not a city utility but rather a 
private enterprise which uses its air 
time as it sees fit. 


In the second place, the cable company 
is required by its franchise to carry the 
program that is in progress on network 
Channel 7 at 7:30 p.m. and which does 
not go off until 8 o’clock, at which time 
the council meeting comes on. 


To assume outright that the council is 
doing something unethical, illegal or im­ 
moral during that first half hour is also 
to assume that the other media represen­ 
tatives — of which there are at least 
three — at the meetings are dishonest 
and are not going to report accurately 
what takes place. 
Furthermore, it is to assume that the 
other persons in the audience are going 


to be blind to or wink at the assumed 
irregularity and not take advantage of 
the many recourses open to them to br­ 
ing such activity to the attention of 
others. 
The whole assumption is so ridiculous 
that it doesn’t make any sense at all, and 
yet it apparently is serious enough that 
Mrs. Lefkowitz felt compelled to try to 
dispel the rumors that are going around. 
“I think you’ll find that we are depen­ 
dable and honest and that we can be 
trusted,” Mrs. Lefkowitz said, adding 
that the same attributes are possessed 
by those op the city staff, whose actions 
also are frequently made publicly 
suspect by uninformed, misinformed or 
otherwise inaccurate or misleading 
statements. 
Another member of the council who 
showed signs of exasperation over ap­ 
parent attempts to discredit the honesty 
of the council members was Joe Valen­ 
cia, who has been on the council since 
March. 
He complained to Mayor E. C. Stevens 
that he was tired of being a sitting target 
for unfounded accusations and asked 
why it was necessary for council 
members to have to take such abuse. 
Mayor Stevens suggested he would 
welcome suggestions from anyone on 
how to deal effectively with the problem, 
and none were forthcoming. 


Keeps politicians honest! 


It is no secret that the new campaign 
expenditures law is pressing all can­ 
didates with a proliferation of 
paperwork. At the same time, however, 
it is probably doing a good job in keeping 
everyone in line. 
I say probably because there are 
loopholes This reporter sat in a huddle 
with two supervisorial 
candidates the other 
day when the question 
of one loophole was 
discussed. 
Here it is: A can­ 
didate is unemployed 
and working full-time 
on his campaign. He 
could create at least 
partial cover for, say 
$10,000 to $25,000 to be 
used on his campaign 
without reporting it 
merely by having a 
contributor put the candidate on his 
payroll as a consultant. The candidate 
wouldn’t do anything for the money, but 
he’d receive it and be able to use it in the 
campaign. At the end of the year, the 


contributor would list the sum of money 
as a legitimate operating expense The 
candidate would list the money as his in­ 
come for the year. 
The law has a neat way of throwing the 
spotlight on large contributors: 
Contributions of $1,000 or more must be 
reported to the county clerk’s office 
within 48 hours. 
Most candidates agree that the law is a 
good one, while at the same time 
suggesting that it will need some refine­ 
ment ultimately to make it do what the 
electorate wants done. 


SHORT TAKES: Look for directors of 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District to hold the line on their current 
12-cent tax. The board would have ap­ 
proved the budget already with the same 
tax, but they delayed doing so, so they 
could juggle some of the budget 
categories. Not many governmental en­ 
tities can boast such economy ... One of 
the wildest places in government at this 
time of year has to be the county elec­ 
tions division. The office, a sprawling af­ 
fair with clerks moving around Uke ants, 


is located in the county courthouse. No 
one on hand there Tuesday had any off- 
the-cuff idea when the building was built, 
but it must have been a long time ago. 
This reporter told a clerk it reminded me 
of what a London bomb shelter must 
have looked like during the Hitler blitz, 
and the clerk said they had speculated 
the whole structure would probably 
come tumbling around them in the event 
of a major earthquake ...

Smith’s participation in the Santa Bar­ 
bara County Law Enforcement Relay 
Run.
